B o th H o u s e s o f C o n g r e s s A d jo u r n 
th e E x tr a S e s s io n . 


W a sh in g to n, July I —Congress has fin­ 
ally adjourned, and we see no more of it 
until December. 
No one here regrets It 
except boarding-house keepers and trades­ 
men. The closing day was entirely with­ 
out event, except perhaps, the speech of 
Mr. Wiodom lo the Senate, in which be 
stated the Republicans’ position,and closed 
the contest, that has lasted nearly four 
months, for the Republican side. 
It was 
a strong, plain, matter*of*lact presentation 
of the case, and cannot but have an effect 
upon the thinking men of the country. 
At 5 o'clock Speaker Randall and Presi­ 
dent pro tem Tnurmaa declared the two 
houses adjourned, each making the cus­ 
tomary speech of gratitude for marked at­ 
tention, etc., etc. 
Dunug toe afternoon in the Senate there 
was quite a little interesting debate on the 
removal of the duty from quinine, and the

Eaton, of this city, las Spiritualist, and in 
Ellis, as lo everything else, be Is thorough 
—He does lo bait way buboes?. 
He is 
well known, not ODly to tbe people of 
Kansas, but to the people of tbe country 
generally. 
Tbe prominent part be has 
acted to American politics—being now, as 
for many years past, a member ut the N a­ 
tional Democratic Committee—bas made 
his name familiar lo tbe people of tbe 
country.

Having early developed habits of industry, 
shrewdness, and rigid economy, he accu* 
mutated an ample fortune before reaching 
tbe age of 50. He oever had time to look 
for a wife, and he lived alone, his diet for 
the past ten years being raw pork and 
hard bread. Sometimes he denied himself 
food and fire tor long periods in the coldest 
of weather, and many supposed he was 
really very poor. 
When he was dying, 
however, he told his attendant that treas­ 
ures were concealed in and about his 
house, and since then several bags of sil­ 
ver and gold, aggregating $3,000, have 
been found in a bairel of butternuts in tne 
garret, while a box containing gold and 
silver and several thousand dollars’ worth 
of United States and other bonds was un­ 
earthed in the cellar. Banning was a share 
holder in the Saybrook National Bank and 
a large depositor in several savings banks, 
but tbe amount of his property is not 
known. 
As he left no will, it all goes to 
his sister, a Mrs. Wright, of Deep River, 
who is in very needy circumstances

Tuesday night, by Rev. E. M. Dunn, who 
chess his text, Deut. VI:32. 
The thought of the sermon was the im 
portance of being guided by principle 
rather than led by impulse and feeling. 
The following is a brie! extract: We are 
very apt to be creatures of impulse. It 
would be very pleasant to associate with 
persons who always act from impulse, if 
their impulse always led them in the right 
direction; but thi9 is rarely if ever the 
case. Our feelings are not a correct guide ; 
they vary with circumstances. It is hardly 
twice 
that 
we feel precisely 
alike. 
Firm 
adherence 
to 
principle, 
and 
our 
own 
best 
interest? 
are 
identical. Gc I has linked together wrong* 
do ng and failure,—right doing and suc­ 
cess. By the word, succen, the speaker 
meant success rn the true sense of the term. 
The whole life bere and bewailer is to be 
taken into account. This was illustrated 
by reference to the lives of noted politicians 
and wealthy men. Again, the mainten­ 
ance ot principle develop"? manly and 
christian virtue. Man is a bundle of hab­ 
its. There are habits of the soul, as well a9 
of the body. Nothing weakens the citadel 
of manly aud christian virtue like the 
habit of acting from impulse and feeling ; 
and nothing strengthens the foundations 
of virtue like the habit of acting from 
principle. He who adheres to principle 
has the approval of conscience. This is a 
compensation 
of 
incalculable 
value. 
lie who adheres to the principle has the 
approval of his God. 
We all like the ap­ 
proval of good men. 
We care Dot for the 
disapprobation of bad men. 
We like the 
approval of persons possessed of wisdom. 
Farmenides fwes at one time reading a 
philo3ipbicai discourse before a public as­ 
sembly at Athens, and upon observing 
that, excepting Plato, the whole company 
had k it him, continuing notwithstanding 
to read on, and said that Plato, alone, was 
a sufficient audience for him. 8o, in acting 
from price pie, we shall have the approval 
of 
God, 
and 
with 
that we should 
be 
able 
to 
say, 
"It 
is 
enough.” Again, the difficulties of stand­ 
ing up for principle lie af the threshold of 
the journey ; when they are overcome the 
way is easy. 
We see the reverse of this 
when men depart from principle. They 
have their easy times at the threshold, but 
afterward comes their sorrow. 
Men of 
principle are the influential and valuable 
men In tne church. This was Illustrated 
variously. 
The discourse was entirely practical,and 
its simple but important truths just adapt­ 
ed to the young men and women now 
emerging from college aud entering upon 
the active duties of life.

In the building up of 
fortune the begmuiogs are necessarily 
small. There is no sudden leap to any real 
success. John Jacob Astor once sold ap­ 
ples in the streets of Nsw York. Honesty, 
industry sad frugality are stepping stones 
toward wealth. From a moral standpoint, 
life may be considered a long stairway 
which reaches from a region of perpetual 
sunshine to a yawning abyss of frightful 
gloom. 
We are slowly but surely journey­ 
ing, either to the haven above or to the 
gulf below.

Bobert Burns-James Mills, Rock Prairie. 
As a poet, Burns stands in the front rank. 
His manly integrity of character and true 
heart, elevated him as much as the natural 
force and beauty of his poetry. At an 
early age he manifested a great desire for 
learning. Burns says “Never did a heart 
pant more ardently thaa mine to be dis­ 
tinguished.” Ile was a man of genius, a 
true poet with delicate emotions and lofty 
aspirations. 
His genius embraced all liv­ 
ing and lifeless things, with a sympathy 
that Ands nothing mean and insignificant 
—full of pity for the shelterless poor aDCt 
the helpless birds, he redacts that the 
b'tter blast is not so unkind as man’s in­ 
gratitude. Burns possessed the highest 
poetical qualities, the most delicate per­ 
ception ot natural beauty. The variety of 
his poetic talent is best displayed in Tam 
O’shauter. It is considered by almost 
every critic, a9 well as Burns himself, to 
be his masterpiece. There bes never been 
a nobler tribute paid to the virtues of the 
poor than the Cotter’s Saturday Night 
He died at the age of thirty-seven. His 
life was too brief for the full maturity and 
development of his talents. Short 
and 
painful as were his years, he has left behind 
him a volume in which there is inspiration 
for every fancy, and music 
for every 
mood 
a volume which lives, and will 
live. 
Luther and Loyo'a—M J Haven, Milton. 
Prominent among the men of the six 
teenih century were Martin Luther and 
Ignatius Loyola,—men whom the Auger of 
history marks a9 worthy of the world’s re­ 
spect. They were heroes; not like the 
tancitul personages of m educiil romance, 
but heroes in reality. 
Luther being the 
great reformer whose belie! and purposes 
were directly 
opposed to the order of 
Jesuits, which Loyola founded. The theory 
of the former was to give lo individuals 
the liberty of private judgment; while that 
of the latter wa9 to have aa order consist­ 
ing of a few, the ruling power of the 
masses. Luther was full of massive energy; 
he was a whirlpool of power that was ef­ 
fectual in shaking to ifs very foundation 
the liom ’sh church. "As a spiritual genius 
he possessed thai art which God alone 
gives 
to 
these whom he calls to do 
special 
work.” In striking contrast! 
with 
the 
character 
of 
Marlin 
Luther, stands Loyola. 
His historians 
represent him in his youth as a monster of 
iniquity. Though a gay soldier, fond of 
pleasure, he prov^ I to be a brave leader, 
always ambitious to win the laurels oi a 
her). Debarred from attaining the high 
rank of Knight, by a severe wound shot 
hi received in a defensive battle, he chose 
the carcer of a saint, at first very distaste ­ 
ful to bim. but the only one wb reby his 
ardent hopes might be realized. Luther 
wa9 impetuous; Loyola was deliberate. 
Luther was given to si :ial enjoyment, 
defying the powers ol darkness, satanic or 
human ; Loyola would deaden one half of 
his nature to invigorate the other. Spirits 
haunted both. Loyola reasoned from well 
defined plans ; he reached his conclusions 
by the inductive me’hod. Luther followed 
more closely the impulse oi hi9 nature. 
But here the scene changes ; Luther, no 
longer able to endure the shackles which 
bound him to the Catholic faith, broke 
loose. 
He thus placed himself in direct 
opposition to int; theory oi Loyola,—that 
the manses should belong to an order, 
and 
that 
order 
should 
be 
instituted 
by 
himself. 
This, 
the 
strongest of Roman Catnolic orders, great­ 
ly held in check the progress of the refor­ 
mation, and the order of Jesuits gaLed 
superiority over the reformers best in a 
way that could be enduring.” 
Luther’s 
later fife was devoted ms ini v to the pleas- 
uresof home ; while Loyola, taking upon 
himself the ban of perpetual poverty, led 
almost the lite of a hermit. To Luther, the 
Protestant church mainly owes much of its 
existence. To Loyola, the Catholic church 
o ires much of its strength. Let us impar­ 
tially acknowledge the heroism of both, for 
who but the most selfsacrificing are wil­ 
ling to devote the energy of their whole 
lives to interests so largely affecting the 
humaa race ? 
Advancement ot Science—J. 
eraid Grove.

Inherent in man is an impulse which 
directs his attention toward natural phe 
nomcnoD, and striyes to determine their 
underlying laws. 
This Impulse, inherited

action to-day. Human mind demands that 
every event be conceived as resulting from 
a cause. To meet this demand we find in 
the past men who strove to connect Datura 
phenomena with their determining princi­ 
ples.

From the moat meagre 
beginnings, science bos been steadily ad­ 
vancing. instead of a sodden creation we 
bave the theory of Kaut, Laplace, and 
Herscher according lo which oar sun and 
planets have been evolved from a nebulous 
haze.

Science has slowly but 
steadily advanced.

assuredly as we think, will our reasons 
present for acceptance conclusions which 
may not accord with the prevalent opin­ 
ions of the day.

The Jury System—C E Crandall, Milton. 
The most petted system of laws, and the 
best executive efflcers fall to secure the 
ends of government, if justice cannot be 
obtained in the courts. 
The evils of an 
unwise judicial system extending to every 
department of fife. The success of any 
system depends upon the condition of the 
society in which it is employed. Because 
the jary system bas been ot service in 
Great Britain, it does not follow that it is 
the best for a Republican government. 
The great defect of the jury system is that 
it seeks men who are unpreludlced only, 
without regard to their competing in other 
respects. But the consideration of unim ­ 
portant question of fact. requires the h ig h ' 
est intellectual qualifications. There is 
also a need of legal experience. The in­ 
experienced juror is liable to be imposed 


upon. In complicated cases, the sharpest 
lawyer is unusually victorious. As to 
moral qualifications, the judge is superior 
to the juror, as is evident from the manner 
ol their choice. The former must be a 
mao of known fairness, but the lottery 
system of drawing jurors is no respecter 
of persons. lo the case of the judge, pol­ 
icy 
acts 
as 
an 
induce­ 
ment 
to 
a 
correct 
a 
decision 
The juror, on the contrary, having no legal 
reputation to sustain, often consents to a 
verdict opposite to his own conviction of 
right, in order to the more quickly return 
to his home. 
Many juries agree, to save 
the taxpayers the expense of a new trial, 
which a disagreement would make neces­ 
sary. The J udge is restrained from favor­ 
ing those of his own party or sect by a re­ 
gard for his reputation; but the juror has 
nothing to fear. 
Polygamy in Utah will 
defy the power of the United States just so 
long as its abolition is left to its sympatblz* 
ers. Prohibitory liquor laws are usually 
inoperative where their execution ia most 
needed, tor a like reason. A single deter­ 
mined juror in twelve is sufficient to cause 
disagreement, and thus protect the crimi­ 
nal.
